ware followed by similar advances of Brig-
h oolonisl  mdministration, contesting
and supplanting Veneruelan olaims to ox-
erolse puthority thevein.

“Toward the end of 1887 the Britlsh ter
ritorlal clalm, which hwd. as it would
seem, beon sflently inorensed by some 48,
D00 square miles - bhetween 1585 and 1840,
took another coniprehonsive swiep wost-
ward to embrace the rieh mining distrios
of the Yuruarl as farns Guacipati; snd
this callod forth your Instructlon to Mr.,
Phelps of Feb, 17, 1888, respeoting the
‘widening protensions of British ‘Gulans
to possoss torrltory over which Venezuelan
Juriadintion,! had never therstofore been
disputed,

“Hinoe thon repeatod efforts have been
made by Venezneln, as o directly interestod
party, and Ly the Unlted Statos, ns the lm
partial friend of both vountries, to bring
about n resumption of diplomatio rols
tlons, which hnd been suspended (n conse-
quenoe of the dispute now under conglder-
atlon.  The propositlon to resume such re-
Intlons  has, bowever, been Intlmately
bound up with the ultimate question of
arbitration, Unull recently Venegueln hns
insistod upon jolnlng to the sgreement to
arbitrate o stipulation for the restoration
of the status quo'of 1860 pending the pro-
posed nrbltration, But it sevmd that this
condition is now abundoned. On the other
hand, Great Britain has on sovarsl ocea-
slons dumandied, ns o prellminary to wn
understanding tonching arbitration, that
Venczuels shall deflultely sbandon il
olalm to o large part of the territory In
dlspute and limit the sventuasl arbitration
tothat portion only to whioh Great Britain
hns more recently Iadd elajm."

Secratnry Gresham goos on to give at
length a history of the varlons attomprs
thnt have beon muds by the United States
and by Venezuels herself to bring abouta
suttloment by achiteation of tho dapute,
bringing it down to Oot, 6, 188, whore it
now rests, when he says:

“The presidont 18 inspirod by n desire
for o ponosablo and honomble ndjnstment
of the oxiating difloultios bstween wn
Amprioan stale and n powerful  trans.
Atlantle noation, and would be gl to seo
the te-establishment of such diplomatio
rolntions betwoen thom as would promote
tlint end.

*1 ean discern but two equitnble sola-
tions to the present controversy. Onn g thie
srbitenl detorminacion of the rights of the
disputants ns n respoctive suwooessor to the
historienl rights of Holland and Spain
ovor the roglon in question, The other s
to arvate o now bounodoary Lng, In nobord-
nioe with the dictates of mutual expedi-
enoy and considorstion. The two govern
ments huaving #o far boan unablo to agres
on b conventional line, the conslatent and
consplenous advochey by the United States
and Englund of the princlpal of nrhites-
tlon, and tholr recourse thoreto in sett)e-
ment of lmportant questions arising be
tween them, make such o mode of udjust-
ment especially appropriate In the present
instance, and this governmont willl gladly
do what 1t can to further s determination
in thit senge.”

In his lotter of last Dovember Secretary
Greahom thus advises Mr. Bayard:

“T sannot believe her mujosty's govern-
ment will midntain that the validiny of
thelr olalm to territory long in dispute be
twoen the two conntries shall be conoeded
as o progedent to the arbitration of the
question whether Vonezuelo is entlplod to
other territory whioh, until B very recent
poriod, was never lndoubt.’
